stroyed by* fire. It wa* a two story brick 
with library on tbe second floor. The 
physical laboratory was on the ground 
floor., The total loss will reach flOO.OOO, 
halt on books, 117,000 on laboratory ap- 
paratus and 183,000 on building. The II 
brary was' tbe bent in Iowa. Many book* 
are out of print and cannot be replaced. 
Talbo'a collection of 4600 volumes wa* 
about two^thlrds destroyed.

Austria. In its foreign relations the 
Austro-Hungarian confederation is rep- 
resented bj joint officials, but there all 
semblance of unity ends. Hungary has 
its o«n parliament and ministry and 
retains absolute_contr»l of its trade 
ind currency Every act of its legisla- 
ture must of course, be approved by the 
king, tat the approval must he pro- 
claimed .at Pesth, ttie Hungarian capi- 
ta! In Vienna Francis Joseph is em- 
peror of Austria, hi Pesth he is king of 
Hungary, to the ambassadors of foreign 
nations he 1= emperor of Austria "and" 
king of Hungary. His official acts at 
Pestii have no bearing whatever on the 
affairs ol Austria, and pronunclamento* 
issued at Vienna are not respected in 


In 1667, when the Hungarian consti- 


tution was restored, it was agreed by 
Austria and Hungary to maintain the 
customs, union and the commercial and 
economic unity which had existed be- 
tween the two countries under the old 
regime The proportion in which each 
state lias to contnbute to the common 
expenses, ib settled by mutual agree- 
ment e\ery ten years; and at the pres- 
ent time a committee representing the 
tno pcnernments is attempting to ar- 
rive it an understanding for a renewal 
of the compact for the ten years begin- 
ning in the fall of 1897. The privilege of 
the Austro-Hungarian bonk expires at 
tie same time as the customs and com- 
merual alliance, and should the com- 
mittee fail to arrive at a settlement 
both states would recover absolute 
economic and fiscal liberty. Each could 
then pass its own tariff laws and coin 
its own money 
In commercial trans- 


actions they would be as independent 
of each other as of any foreign conn- 
to 
In short, they would be held to- 


gether \i\ nothing but a common *ov- 
ereign—a noble old man whose family 
is none too popular in Hungary, and 
«ho«e demise might ensily lead to the 
dissolution of the confederation. It is 
beliei ed how ever, that an amieableaet- 
tlement of some sort will be arranged, 
as neither Austria nor Hungary is 
in i position just now to tempt the 
fates.

When France and Great Brit- 
ain united with Turkey in 1853 to pre- 
vent Hussia from taking possession of 
Constantinople, the czar's government 
waited in vain for Austria to support 
ita cause. The allied powers conquered 
Russia, but they did not crush the na- 
tional spirit which was 1 n and is now 
dreaming of a universal empire in the 
east, with Russia at its head. The 
punishment of Austria was {he first 
move in Russia's diplomatic-game^after' 
the Crimean disaster. Napoleon III. 
was permitted to ^ke a hand in the 
struggle for Italian liberty, which led 
to the Joss of Austria's possessions in 
the north of Italy. In I860 Prussia was 
encouraged to invade Bohemia and 
seice two provinces, besides wresting 
from the Hapsburg dynasty tbe leader- 
ship of Germany. In 1877, when Aus- 
tria was in sore straits on account of 
internal troubles, the czar declared 
•war against Turkey and would have 
seized Constantinople and European 
Turkey had it not been for British jeal- 
ousy which, personified in Lord Bea- 
consfleld, compelled Russia, to with- 
draw its troops from Turkey and con- 
cent to the establishment of the Bul- 
garian and Servian government and the 
«irtual cession of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina to Austria.

The popular hero is St, Patrick, and 


the amiable gentleman who professes 
to show him to us in his true light Is 
jjer Charles Plummer, a distinguished 
madnate of Oxford university and a 
^ell-known authority on ancient Eng- 
liEh and Irish history^ 
" 


According to Mr. Plnmmer, St. Pat- 


rick would never have existed 'If » 
careless scribe had not made on error to 
translation. The belief in St. Patrick 
antes from the publication of Bede's 
"Ecclesiastical History," in \ which 
these words occur: "Qui et patricius 


>-0w, the translator assumed that 


"patriciiis" was a proper name, though 
in the original manuscript the initial 
letter is a small "p," and he translated it 
accordingly. According to him .the 
•Latin words mean: "Whose name was 
Patricius" or Patrick. ' 
- 


: Mr. Plummer, however, shows that 
the word "patricius" Is an 'adjective, 
end simply means that the gentleman 
referred to was nobly born- and held a* 
high rank in the society,of that-'time. 
But he goes further; he points out 
that the name of the patrician gentler 
jnan was Eatius. 


Of the existence of St. Patrick he flnds 


not the slightest trace, and he Insists 
that Erin's tevorite-hero would never 
Jiave existed had not a careless or ip- 
aorant scribe wrongly assumed that 
"patricius" (with a small "p," mind 
von) meant "Patrick" or "Patricius," 
jijhich is the Latin form of the word. 


But Mr. Plummer is not a heartless, 


iconoclast. He admits that this is a 
grave matter, but he shows that a sim- 
ilar mistake has been made more than 
once.

Mr. Plummer dwells on this subject 


at length In his commentary on Bede's 
great work, and, owing to his wide' 
reputation as a scholar and investiga- 
tor, his remarks have caused consider- 
able stir, not only in Great Britain and 
Ireland, but also on the continent of Eu- 
rope.—X. Y. Herald.
